The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1) PCT, because the subject- 
matter of claims 1-5 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 
2.1 

Document D1 discloses (the references in parenthesis applying to figure 4 of this document): 
A process comprising: 

- depositing an organic semiconductor (12') on a donor substrate (14) 

- laminating the organic semiconductor (12') on the donor substrate (14) with a receiver 
substrate (30) (Figure 4, page 13, lines 6-13) 

- removing the donor substrate (figure 5, page 13, lines 14-17) 

All features of independent claim 1 are disclosed in D1 , therefore the subject-matter of this 
claim is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 

Moreover D1 discloses that the receiver substrate is a flexible polymer (see page 1 3, lines 1 0- 
1 1 , page 7, lines 26-32). Therefore the subject-matter of claim 2 is also not new. 

2.2 

D1 also discloses an electronic device comprising an organic semiconductor laminated on a 
receiver substrate (see figure 5, claim 13). 

All features of independent claim 3 are described in D1 , therefore the subject-matter of this 
claim is not new. 

Moreover D1 discloses additional features of claims 4 and 5 (see page 13, lines 4-5, lines 9- 
1 1 , page 7, lines 26-32). Consequently the subject-matter of these claims is also not new. 

2.3 
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Document D2 (paragraph 3, page 2, paragraph 20, paragraphs 58, 109 and 110) also 
discloses all features of claims 1-5 and document D3 (paragraphs 12, 16, 22, 39, 43, 49) all 
features of claims 1-3, 5. Consequently, the subject-matter of claims 1-5 is also not new 
according to the disclosure of these documents. 
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
